PRESIDENT'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Stock  Holders  of  the  Atlantic  &  North  Carolina  Rail- 
road Company. 

Gentlemen  :  I  beg  to  submit  my  annual  report  as  Presi- 
dent of  the  Atlantic  &  North  Carolina  Railroad  Company 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30th,  1916. 

I  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  the  report  of  the  Expert, 
Treasurer  and  Finance  Committee  as  to  the  financial  status 
of  the  Company  and  the  physical  condition  of  the  property. 

So  far  as  I  have  been  able  to  ascertain  the  lessees  have  com- 
plied with  the  requirements  of  the  lease.  The  semi-annual 
rentals  due  January  1st,  1916,  have  been  paid  promptly  and 
the  usual  semi-annual  dividend  of  1  1-2  per  cent  has  been 
paid  the  stock  holders.  The  last  two  notes,  known  as  the 
Atlantic  Hotel  notes  of  $500.00  each,  were  paid  with  interest 
on  January  1st,  1916. 

I  earnestly  recommend  that  some  one  be  employed  to  look 
up  all  the  valuable  papers,  deeds  and  records  of  your  Com- 
pany and  have  copy  made  of  all  records  of  your  Company  in 
the  hands  of  the  lessees,  and  have  same  properly  filed  and 
classified  and  a  safe  provided  for  their  protection.

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EXPERT'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Stockholders  of  the  Atlantic  and  Xorth  Carolina  Rail- 
road Company: 

Gentlemen  :  We,  the  undersigned  Experts  representing 
the  Lessor  and  Lesse  submit  herewith  report  of  the  physical 
condition  of  your  properties  on  July  12th,  the  date  of  annual 
inspection. 

We  found  the  roadbed,  bridges,  trestles  and  depot  buildings 
in  good  condition  with  the  exception  of  one  section  near  Pine 
Grove.  The  force  was  at  work  on  this  section  putting  in  new 
ties.  Slight  repairs  are  needed  on  platforms  at  Millers  and 
Thurman  and  on  some  of  the  bridges  and  trestles. 

Improvements  have  been  made  at  several  Stations.  Since 
the  fire,  November  16,  1915,  the  Shops  at  jSTew  Bern  have 
been  greatly  improved.  The  Blacksmith  and  Engine  Shops 
replaced  and  Paint  Shop  and  Round  House  restored,  a  brick 
machine  shop  added  to  erecting  shop  to  give  enlarged  facili- 
ties and  a  new  Planing  Mill.  Improvements  have  also  been 
made  in  the  yards.
